THE LURE OF "BRETON IA" 
by Paul Nadin-Davis 


It's certainly an exciting time for collectors of early Canadian tokens. So much has 
happened in the last five years that the telling of it would take a book, not just a short 
article. Most collectors are familiar with many of the events, from the celbrated lepczyk 
sale of the Buckley collection in Toronto to our sale of the Virginia Collection a year later, 
both of which set price records: both of the Breton books have been reprinted, and a new hoard 
of the original 1894 issues has recently been unearthed: new prices have been published in 
other catalogues for much of the series, and many new collectors have entered the field. In 
short, it’s a booming area, albeit that prices have in recent months gained a little sanity, 
providing some relief fram the over-anxiousness that characterised the token imrket of 198] 
and 1982. 

l'm tempted to ponder, in view of all this activity, on ome ever-present question: just 
what is that makes Breton the man, Breton the name, Breton the book so everlastingly important 
to the early taken field. Viewed objectively, the facts are these. 


1) Breton published the first purportedly comprehensive and popular guides to these tokens; 
2) As a result, his name has attached to them and tends to cling; 

3) No-one has since published a more comprehensive or more easily used general reference om 
the series. 


On the other hand, 

1) Breton's book today is highly inadequate for the advanced collector: its rarity values 
mean little, varieties of many tokens have been more extensively researched and documented, 
and even the organization leaves much to be desired: items today excluded by most token 
collectors for being "coins" are right in there with the tokens, the occasional stray medal, 
semi-regal pieces, and so om (same are not even felt to be Canadian pieces today); 

2) The book says little of metals of issue, a matter regarded as of great importance by 
today's collectors and researchers; 

3) The nunbering system is awkward and unsatisfying, for it starts at 500, has today gained 
"a'' suffixes and the like to differentiate dates and even important varieties, and includes 
many pieces which either do not exist (1 suspect Breton 1001 in this respect, for example) and 
same foreign pieces, as well as the coins. 


I think one has to look a little more deeply at the essence of Breton's work, and through 
that at the man, to realize why his volumes have attracted such lasting importance and 
adherence. True it is that many varieties are not covered: but Breton managed, at a time when 
little or nothing else of import was being prepared to cover the whole field, to condense the 
essential out of our Canadian history. All the major issues are there represented in some 
form, from the bridge and transportation tokens which tell of our past to the merchant and 
numismatists' tokens which speak of his day. And the fact is that Breton was a remarkable man 
in his ability to make same sort of sense out of this tangled mass. He certainly had drive 
and ambition to put the work together: a manmoth task in those days, particularly when cne 
bears in mind the state of the postal system, the difficulties of explanation and description 
before the days of easily access to photographic equipment, and the paucity of other 
references he had to work with. 

The uniqueness of the man, for unique in Canadian numismatic history Pierre N Breton 
certainly was, was enhanced, fortuitously, by his career. Books and coins surrounded Pierre 
Breton all his life, for he started work with a money changer and later was an assistant toa 
bookseller, before starting his own stationery business and adding a coin department. 

Today, ‘Bretonia” is alive and well. I am pleased to be able to tell you that our next 
T.1.C.F. Auction will contain at least one and possibly two major collections of "Breton 
tokens". We have available original copies of his 1894 work (definitely the more interesting 
to browse through) as well as reprints of both his 1894 and 1912 volumes, and the printing 
blocks for the Breton books have recently come into the hands of a western dealer. A few are 
offered in our Sunmer Auction at the koxborough here in Ottawa, and it will be interesting to 
see what kind of excitement they generate. Certainly they represent a very unique opportunity 
to own a significant, albeit small, piece of Canada's numismatic history. 

Is "'Bretonia"’ as promising for the future as it has proved in the past? My feeling is 
that token collectors are now, and always have been, a shade more studious and intense than

their brethren the decimal collectors, and for this reason we do not see market peaks and 
troughs to anything like the same degree as in the mainstream numismatic market. And this is 
a good thing, for the one-time lover of our early tokens is at serious risk of being committed 
to a lifetime of pursuit, and it simply would not do for him (or her) to have to weather the 
tropical heat and sub-arctic winters of the decimal business. I am glad, though, that so much 
is happening in the field so ably opened to our eyes by Pierre Napoleon Breton, for with each 
infusion of new events cames new blood and new insights. The token world is one of steady 
appreciation and enjoyment, and I see no reason whatever for this to change. History in your 
hands does not became the less important as the ways to appreciate it increase!
